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The rejection of the claims over Asahi and Madsen has been 
dropped for the reasons argued by the applicant- 
Claims 1-14 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 1-8 
of U.S. Application No. 09/84^98^. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both 
applications are directed to a fat along with a citric acid partial ester of a 
triglyceride. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) 
so as to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right 
to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by 
multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 
(Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a 
nonstatutory double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or 
patent is shown to be commonly owned with this application. See 37

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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 9, 10, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 9 and 10 include the expression "optionally" and it is unclear 
is the optional intermediate phase is intended to be included or excluded 
from the process. 

Claim 13 contains a number of trademark/trade names. Where a 
trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or 
describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with 
the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain 
since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to 
identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the 
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trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe the product and, 
accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Applicant has attempted to clarify the claims without canceling the 
trademark names or tradenames. Cancellation of these tradenames is 
requested. 

Claim 14 is in the passive voice in the recitation "preparation". Thus it 
is unclear what specific process steps are intended to be included or 
excluded in the claim. An amendment to the claims clarifying what is 
intended would overcome the rejection. The claim also includes the 
recitation "and/or 1 ' and it is unclear if the additional step is intended to be 
included or excluded by the process. An amendment to the claim 
canceling one phrase or the other would overcome the rejection. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
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claimed invention. The claims are directed to include an intermediate 
phase that does not appear to be in the specification.
